Beak Rrvoannoii : What more in needed 
than the Fifteenth Amendment to enfranchise 
woman ? When it waa flmt introduced, 1 
thought I Maw that It qoietly covered the whole 
ground, and wm diaappomted. The noble 
philanthropist* engaged id the can*# *aw fit to 
advocate a Hixteenth Amendment Not haring 
preferred a copy of the aame. I aappoeed I had 
overlooked Home point ; but the copy, rh pub- 
lished in the Cincinnati OnmintrAal of thi* week, 
ia before me, and I can find no flaw It 
read* thna : "The right of cittern* of the 
United Htau>« to rote nhall not Ire denied or 
abridged by the United Ktatea. or by any 
elate, on account of race, color, or prwvton* 
condition. Hec. JL Cor. 'pee* ahall have power 
to enforce thta, article bv a|»propriate legiala- 
tion." There ia nothing in the Conatitntion of 
the United Htete* to forbid our voting bat it 
want of cttiaenahip. If we are not citizens, 
what are we? If we are. the right to vote ia 
not to be denied on by the United AtaUw, or by 
any of the states. If we are not enfranchiaed 
on the broad ground of citiaenahip, onr cane 
mnat l>e covered under the latter clanae of the 
flrat aection of the Amendment, which refer* 
to the alavea that were, which any* the right to 
vote ahall not Ire darned "on account of pre- 
viooa condition of servitude.’ Now. then. if 
raeta with tha men of the •• land of the free 
and the home of the brave ” to decide, whether 
history recorda the enfranchisement of thsir 
mother* and daughter* a* citizen* or slavr*

FREED ME N OV THE CAT HAL 

Hmirmt Dabs; in the World of last Sunday, 
had a letter of three columns on the condition 
of the colored people in Washington, that is 
worthy to be re-prodnoed by tha American 
Tract Society, and scattered at every human 
threshold in tbs land. Homebody hm much 
to atone for in the treatment of tboae unfortn- 
nates, not only in Washington, but throughout 
the slave states The talea that are continually 
told of their flourishing condition snd milienisl 
prospects, where ten years a*o they were 
slaves, are simply monstrous. That some 
thrive, is true— true in Washington, true farther 
south. But what of that ! The swarm inp mul- 
titude are simmering in every conceivable lorm 
of degradation and misery. Ii <* rot then 
fault, 't hey cannot help themselves. 

Tha ballot was their right, both men and 
women, but was not. their direst necessity . It 
does not give bread, clothes, education, bouses, 
homes, fields, farms even in and around the 
national capital. It does no* anywhere. But 
that is no reason for withholding it from men. 
nor women. It was their equal, inalienable, 
inextinguishable right, with Lincoln and John- 
son, with Grant and Cilfax.wifh Jugdesand 
Benators. with every white male citiaen from th* 
moment of their emancipation. And the end- 
less circumlocution through which the quest ion 
had to run to secure the right of suff rage to the 
colored man, and must yet run to bring it to 
woman, irrespective of color, is s damning dis- 
grace to the whole governing power of the land 

Bu< the government is as slow to grant the 
more pressing, m re materia! aid to the paupers 
it has been creating, absolutely creating in slavery 
for almost a hundred years, as it was to give the 
ballot to the colored male And the long snd 
intensely interesting letter of Khirlry Dare 
should cover the whole governing (tower at 
Washington with blushes deep as bronze . and 
the following passage shows that some, at least,

Prof. Hpragne favor* 
the use of the Cascadills building aa a hoarding 
house for (hers, leaving the young men to gain 
tbeir quarters, aa many o( them now do, down 
town. The Uaanadilla la hut a third of s mile 
from the University, as many of na. who lie* 
in Ithaca, well know, and 1 * an immenne build- 
ing, at first designed for a water-cure, but ha* 
been hired by the University for a period of 
years, and t* used a* University common*, 
and professor* room* The parlor of this 
building issimplv enormous some an teen net* 
finding dancing room on its floor at the asm* 
lime, lie side* hundreds of spectator* The 
views from the windows ol the Oaacadilla are 
very fine, and in many way* it seem* especially 
designed a* aid in working out the problem of 
woman'" admission to Cornell University
